A few days since M e had a call from 
Messrs. Miller and Daly, two fair rep­ 
resentatives of the “joliy tar"—genial, 
whole-souled men, by the way—who 
have just returned from a seal hunting 
trip among some of the small islands 
of the Pacific. From Mr. Miller, the 
spokesman of the occasion, M e learned 
some interesting facts concerning the 
modus operandi of capturing the baby 
seal, as M’ell as incidents of the trip, 
which will furnish acceptable matter 
for perusal. 
On the 13th of January last, the Isa­ 
bella W. put out from Santa Cruz, well 
provisioned and armed for a war upon 
the innocents. The schooner Mas fur­ 
nished and equipped by Captain 
Timms of Ban Pedro, and Miller and 
Daly, accompanied by a Mexican hoy 
as took und|gcneral roust-about, made 
up the party in charge. About l,(J0ü 
seal were taken, which furnished a 
yield of 3,500 gallons of oil. Over a 
ton and a half’s weight of fish were also 
caught, hut this was only as a sort of 
side issue, the main object of the expe­ 
dition being to procure seal oil. The 
young seals M ero mostly shot while 
cavorting around in ttie water near 
the shore. About 2,500 Henry rifle 
cartridges M erc thus shot aM’ay, and in 
every live shots three or four of the 
festive creatures Mere called upon to 
deliver up the ghost and join tne cre­ 
mating society. Many who were only 
wounded, of course, succeeded in mak­ 
ing lu c ir escape. “It was jolly sport,” 
as oiiller described it. “ We hanged 
aM’ay at sight, hit or miss. The cart­ 
ridges only cost a cent and a quarter 
apiece, aud who cures for expense 
when a tiling of that kind is oil hand.” 
A number of whales weie seen and 
••spoken,” as the nautical phrase goes, 
but none Mere taken. One of the 
party succeeded in wounding a whale- 
Kilitr, but lie also made his escape, 
lids fish is somewhat remarkable in 
its appearance and habits, and deserves 
especial mention. It is about twenty 
feet in length, with an enormous tin 
on ttie hack, serving for the instru­ 
ment of warfare. They attack the 
"Jude in pairs, one bcucuth and one 
and by a dextrous use of tli.s 
„u, a.most aiways succeed in bagging 
their game. They eat only the tongue 
of the whale, being somewhat dainty 
in their taste; but the seai,M’hich they 
destroy in great numbers, is consumed 
m loto, auu rurnisiies a heurtiy meal 
with Ins tender, oily carcass. 
As may be supposed, uuring the 
cruise the little schoouer mus calkd 
upon to M'eather m any uncomfortable 
squulla,wim altei da.it heavy seas aud 
jougli winds, and more tliau once sue 
M’as in im m inent danger of leaving 
her hulk to bleach upou som eone oi 
the desert shores. But the staunch 
little cralt outrode them ail, and "safe 
iuto the harbor sailing” brought her 
valuable cargo and sturdy crew. Ou 
the 18th or loth ol February the party 
Mas oil Balita Cruz Island during a 
heavy storm, and the steamer Pacific 
M’as obliged to put into the leeward of 
the island for shelter. The scene M’as 
thus vividly described by our friend, 
of the Isabella: 
“Biie behaved beautiful, I tell you; 
now down und hom' up, us the heavy 
waves struck lier, and every time she 
ro.-e over a sea. pouring a stream of 
M’ater from lier nose like a whuic. It 
was the prettiest sight 1 ever saw.” 
Mdler thinks the Pacific a splendid 
cralt and well handled by her clew. 
At the island of Anna Cappa our party 
picked up a couple of shipwrecked 
Chinamen, who had come over in a 
small boat from Ban Buena Ventura 
oil a fishing trip, and, overtaken by 
the storm, had been capsized and east 
upon u barren rock some distance from 
me shore. Their oars were gone and 
their boat shattered sous to be utter y 
worthless, and the unfortunate Celes­ 
tials were in a most terrible lix, to oe 
sure, when they were taken from the 
rock. 
“ Glad? you just better believe 
they were! I wo of the happiest Chi­ 
namen out of H----- 
\Ve believe it Mas Hong Kong. 
John, from the mllness of ins heart, 
wanted to express his thankfulness, 
hut the more lie tried the less he suc­ 
ceeded. 
“You belly goody man! yes, yes! 
You likee drinkee? Me givee you 
biineby!” John understands human 
nature! 
The party secured many interesting 
specimens of shells and other curiosi­ 
ties of the sea during the trip. Une 
of the most curious is a fragment of 
flint or silieia broken from a cliff on 
Anna Cappa Island, and resembling 
in its formation on one side a bunch 
of white grapes. Abalone shells with 
rough moss-covered exterior, and some 
curious varieties of she 1-lisli, a species 
of radiate, the name of which we were 
unable to learn, wi ro also brought 
uaek by the party. These specimens 
are now in possession ofDr.Oliver, and 
can be seen at his ottiee on Bpring 
street. 
The Isabella starts on another scal­ 
ing expedition in a few days, this time 
going after “ bull seals;” and she M ill 
be out until about the Fourth of July. 
The same crew M’ill be on hoard us 
before, and they expect a jolly time of 
it, rougli and full of hardships, hut 
spiced with adventure, and ending with 
profit. Our friend Miller has prom­ 
ised to furnish us some more points 
concerning this coming trip, and in 
due time the readers of the H e r a l d 
will dream of the maneuvres of ttie 
Isabella W. And now that our little 
chat with Miller and his companion 
was concluded—" Would Me take 
something?” “ No, we never drink— 
that is, very seldom. However, seeing 
it’s you, and us this is the first 
time, here’s to a lucky voyage and a 
safe return!”

(C oncluded from yesterday.] 
W e m ust, therefore, inquire into the 
m atter as to how he was divested of 
his interest therein, or w hether his in­ 
terest was excluded therefrom. 
If, 
through the knowledge and consent of 
Valencia, Carrillo measured off or des­ 
ignated a tract of land as Valencia’s, 
beyond the lim its of juridical posses­ 
sion of said grant,in derogation of the 
term s of his deed from Carrillo, and 
assented thereto, it was a voluntary 
act, and has no bearing w hatever upon 
or connection with the tinal survey of 
said grant, and he cannot, therefore, 
claim th at said tract was thereby ex­ 
cluded. 
On the contrary, it is abundantly 
proven th a t Valencia’s league, under 
his purchase, was included In the final 
survey, in which, under his title, he 
was alike interested w ith Carrillo, and 
by which he was fully protected in his 
interest. 
If Valencia surrendered his leauge 
w ithin the lines of juridical possession 
of the grant, which was afterwards in­ 
cluded in the final survey, for a tract 
beyond the lim its thereof, he does not, 
neither do his legal representatives, 
thereby become of the class of persons 
entitled to the relief contem plated by 
the 7th section of the Act of July Ü3, 
18U0. 
It appears th at the first survey of 
said ranch by authority of the United 
States was not satisfactory to V alen­ 
cia because it did not include his house, 
for which reason a second and final 
survey was made embracing the land on 
which his house and im provem ents 
were situated, to which final survey 
no objection was ever made by Valen­ 
cia or his successors in interest. He as­ 
sented thereto, and was doubtless sat­ 
isfied therew ith, and there is little 
doubt from the above circumstance 
th a t he, at the tim e of said final sur­ 
vey, regarded his premises as wholly 
w ithin the lim its of the ranch as then 
designated. It is quite clear, we think, 
th at Valencia’s purchase is fully cov­ 
ered by the confirmed lim its of the 
Najoqui Ranch, and hence he is e n ti­ 
tled to no equities under said Act. 
The evidence in'regard to actual and 
continuous possession, cnltivation and 
im provem ent of the tract in contro­ 
versy by the applicants and their pre­ 
decessor shows conclusively th at they 
made but little use of the tract, and 
th at 
it 
was 
used and occupied 
in common 
for 
grazing by vari­ 
ous parties, w ithout objections on the 
part of any one, and w ithout the as­ 
serted or recognized authority of Va­ 
lencia or the applicants herein, except­ 
ing, however, such specific portions 
thereof as were occupied by pre-emp­ 
tion settlers, against whose occupation, 
cultivation and im provem ent appli­ 
cants m ade no objection. I t does not 
appear th at applicants ever cultivated 
or improved any portion of said tract, 
or that they even lived thereon. 
We 
do not, therefore, believe they culti­ 
vated and im proved or exercised such 
ownership and dom inion over said 
tract as to entitle them to tho relief 
contem plated by said Act of i860. 
Moreover, it is shown by docum entary 
evidence that on the6th day of Marcii, 
1871, Valencia conveyed all the in ter­ 
est he ever had in said Rancho N ajo­ 
qui to Ram on de la Cuesta, in whom 
the title vested under said conveyance 
until the 21st of May, 1872, when Cu­ 
esta re-conveyed said premises to Va­ 
lencia. Petitioners claim through the 
purchase of Valencia, ignoring the sale 
of Valencia to Cuesta. It appears, 
therefore, th at from the said 5th day of 
March, 1871, up to the 21st day of May, 
1872, Valencia was out of possession of 
the premises, and it is not alleged in 
claim ants’ petition, nor is it shown by 
the evidence, th at this interval in the 
possession of Valencia was filled by 
tne possession of Cuesta. 
We are clearly of the opinion th a t 
petitioners in this case are not of 
the class of persons for whom relief is 
intended by said Act of July 23, 18W>, 
and th at their application should be 
denied.
